Motor Fuel Tax fund, the last not being under 
the board's control since it is state man- 
dated." 

' In 1981-82, $368,739 'was spent for police 
— protection.. an d the new budget has slated 
$349,150 for that fund, a saving of $40, 125. if 
the village sticks to the budget. 

In 1981-82, $126,634 came from Motor Fuel 
Taxes, although $218,012 was. budgeted. This 
year $115,000 is budgeted, $11,634 less than 
spent last year. 

A large expenditure missing from this 
years budget is that of the $193,261 spent on 



the Orchard-Hillside street renovation.
